ing So lutio ns. 


(Prepared by the United State» D epartm ent 
of Ac isult-J. o.) 
More than au.i u, ..,c citrus groves 
are located In artesian-well districts. 
A large proportion of the finer grade« 
o f fruit are grown in groves that art 
dependent wholly or In part upon deep- 
well water for spray ing purposes. The 
water from these wells Is known as 
hard water, containing minerals In 
such proportions that the ordinary or 
unstabilized oil emulsions will not mix 
with it unless the water has been pre­ 
viously treated. 
Mix With We ll Wa te r. 
It has been found that oil emulsions 
stabilized with any one of u number 
of different colloidal substances will 
mix with practically all deep-well wa­ 
ters even when untreated. These stab­ 
ilized oil emulsions will also mix with 
lime-sulphur solutions, making a high­ 
ly 
effective 
combination 
spray 
for 
white flies, scale Insects, and rust 
mites. 
When a combination of this 
kind is properly made by a competent 
grove manager It Is a reasonably safe 
spray for either citrus foliage, branches 
or fruit. The stabilized oil emulsions 
have met with much favor among 
many of the largest citrus growers, 
who no longer find any difficulty In 
using the untreated water from deep 
wells. 
Methods for Tpeatlng Wa te r. 
A new United States Departm ent of 
Agriculture Bulletin No. 1217, "Mixing 
Emulsified Mineral Lubricating Oils 
with Deep-Well W aters and Lime-Sul- 
phur Solutions," by W. W. Yothers, 
entomologist, and J. R. Winston, pa- 
. .ologist, discusses the beet methods for 
treating deep-well water, but also rec­ 
ommends using stablized oil emulsions 
with untreated water. 
Directions and formulae are given 
for stabilizing oil emulsions by apply -’, 
Ing various colloidal substances, such 
as casein, milk, skimmed milk powder,; 
gelatin, eornmeal, wheat flour, corn­ 
starch, and laundry starch, as well as 
glue.

Crop production in the United States 
la not keeping pace with the annual 
increase in population, according to 
figures just released by the United 
State« 
Department 
of 
Agriculture. 
Total crop production has increased 
18 per cent during the past twelve 
y ears, but production per capita has 
decreased about 5 per cent. 
Ther mass of crop production in 
19 24 as measured by an index number 
1« 118 per cent of the average for the 
five-y ear period 19 10-14, and In 1923 
the figure was 110 per cent. 
The In­ 
dex of crop production per capita In 
19 24 Is 9 5 per cent of the average 
for the flve-y ear period, and In 1923 
the index figure was 9 4 per cent. 
There was a decrease of about one- 
flfth of 1 per cent In acreage of 
cro p« 
from 19 23 to 19 24 but production In 
this period Increased 1 per cent. The 
trend of crop production per capita 
has been lagging since about 1915, 
with the ex ception of 1920, the de­ 
partment say s.

Kansas Potato Growers 
Are Treating More Seed 
In the Kaw valley of Kansas, seed 
potato treatm ent for control of tuber- 
borne diseases has been found to bring 
increased y ield. 
Whçn agricultural ex tension workers 
began demonstrating approved meth­ 
ods of treating the seed in the potato- 
growing communities, very few farm ­ 
ers In this section used this preven­ 
tive measure. 
Method demonstrations 
were followed by the growing of test 
plots in which treated and untreated 
seed was planted by farm ers under 
the direction of ex tension workers. 
These test plots gave such fariner» 
and their neighbors an opportunity to 
compare the results from the use of 
treated and untreated seed. The num­ 
ber of Kaw valley acres on which 
treated seed potatoes were planted 
has increased each y ear, according 
to reports to the United States De­ 
partment of Agriculture, from practi­ 
cally none In 1018 to more than 6,000 
acres in 19 24.

The introduction of large shops and 
garages in this area would mar one of 
the finest streets left in Ox ford, and 
add to the noise and traffic problem, us 
well. 
The university and the colleges con­ 
cerned are too poor to buy the block, 
so an attempt is being made to have it 
purchased by wealthy subscribers for 
university purposes.
